The United States Government has carefully studied 
Mr. Paul Martin's 4-point proposal. We believe that it offers 
considerable promise for deesealating the conflict in Vietnam 
and for moving toward a political settlement. The United States 
Government also supports the statement of the Gov e rn m ent of the 
Republic of South Vietnam made on April ISth with respect to 
the Canadian proposal. 

We believe an important step toward resolving the conflict 
could be taken if military farces were not only withdraw from 
the DMZ but from a significant area on both sides of that Zone. 
The United States Government and the GVH would be prepared to 
withdraw their forces to a line ten miles south of the DMZ, If 
the DRV were willing to withdraw its forces simultaneously to a 
line ten miles north of the DMZ. 

If the DRV agreed to such a mutual withdrawal, all military 
actions in and over the demilitarized zone and the areas extend- 


ing 10 miles north and south of the zone could stop. Both the 
Governments of the Republic of South Vietnam and the United States 
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vould be ready to cooperate fully with the ICC and to grant it 
complete access to monitor and to supervise the withdrawal and 
the continued inspection of the southern part of the DMZ and 
additional demilitarized area, provided the DRV would grant the 
ICC equivalent cooperation and access in its territory. 

The ICC vould be asked to certify that Horth Vietnamese 
troops bad, in fact, been withdrawn to a line 10 miles north 
of the 8KZ and that the 3RV was not using the zone to support 
military activities. 

Upon the separation of forces, the United States Government 
and tile G ov e rn ment of the Republic of South Vietnam would be 
ready to undertake talks leading to further deeacalation and to 
a political settlement. Such talks could be public or private 
and take place at any appro pri ate level and place that the 
Government of the DRV might suggest. 
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
